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(57)Abstract 

PURPOSE: Not to spoil an outer appearance by making 
slippage almost inconspicuous even if joints of brink 
patterns are slightly slipped on joints of building boards. 
CONSTITUTION: An end rail part 12 is formed on the 
top stage part and a brick pattern 13 is formed on other 
parts on a surface of a building board 11. This brick 
pattern 13 has an outer appearance as if a plural number 
of kinds of brick patterns were irregularly arranged 
differently in longitudinal breadth or in lateral breadth, 
dividing grooves 14 extending in the longitudinal direction 
by way of straddling several stages of the brick patterns 
are intermittently formed along the whole length of the 
board on a central part, and the brick patterns widest in 
longitudinal breadth are formed sandwiching each of the 
dividing grooves in such a way as to make contact with 
each other by way of slipping each other. Each of the 
dividing grooves 14 is formed wider than joints 15, 16 of 
the brick pattern 13 and almost as wide as the lateral 
breadth of a joint (caulking member) of the building board 
11. Additionally, the end rail part 12 is formed thicker than a part of the brick pattern 13 so as 
to improve flashing. 
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
